Frank ( . Dailey, United States dis­ 
trict attorney, practically “went it 
alone” in his prosecution of Terre 
Haute democrats and did not get aid 
from the justice departm ent at W ash­ 
ington, was the assertion today of 
Joseph Roach, attorney, when a>ked 
'O explain the m ystery surrounding 
the parole of four of the convictec 
men from Leavenworth prison. 
Roach who was Dailey’s first aid in 
the clean up and who supplied most 
of the evidence said Dailey receiver 
a letter from the departm ent of ju s ­ 
tice bearing Attorney General Greg 
ory’s name which stated the depart­ 
ment did not believe there was any 
iability of the fraud count and gave 
reasons and asked fo r a statement 
as to law and facts. 
“Dailey went right ahead with the 
irosecution regardless of the inti­ 
mated lack of sympathy at headquar­ 
ters,” said Roach.
